The first striking thing in his ap- 


pearance is the fact that the skull 
encasing the brain is much larger in 
proportion to his general 
physical 


construction, especially when seen 
from the front view, and a line drawn 
directly over the face from ear to ear, 
embracing1 the eyebrows, will be 
found very long. 
This is corrobor- 


ated when the side view is measured, 
being even increased when we 'take 
into consideration that the back part 
of his head is larger than the aver- 
age. 


The crown of the head, when meas- 


ured around the top of the head from 


j ear to ear, and when viewed siclo- 


ways, is likewise very long, which is 
intensified by the fact that his ears 
are set somewhat lower than the 
average. 


In short, this man has been blessed 


cr cursed with a very active mind 
vshich would be well balanced ordi- 
narily were his physical weight and 
development greater. 
, As it is, however, the nervous sys- 
tem centered in the brain is not 
equally balanced physically. 
This is 


usually the case found in those types 
representing the nervous, emotional 
and hysterical temperament. 


With any high ambition, and these 


classes of men generally have such 


ambition, the mind is readily warped 
into any given direction that for the 
moment posses it. 


The soft and pathetic expression 


that is evidenced in the photograph 
of the man carries with it sullenncss 
and singleness of purpose that would 
make him peculiarly gifted had he 
given his 
mental 
strength 
to a 


worthier purpose. 


He is a queer admixture of strength 


and weakness, and, to my mind, can 
either be the ready tool of forcible 
convictions, stronghly brought to 
bear upon him, or of an egotistical 
vanity which creates n lurking in- 
sanity in -the attempt to gain no- 


tority. 


He has somewhat of a phthisical 


look when viewing him for some 
time, this being made prominent by 
the fact that he has )xigh cheek bones, 
small nose, small neck and a very 
low chest, nil of which are indicative 
of poor breathing capacity. 


This man has not any evidence of 


a Semitic type of face, but rather of 
a Slavonic type. 
Taken from a gen- 


eral 
consideration, however, these 


two races present mere cases of emo- 
tional insanity than all others. This 
is due to n large mental development 
and general physical weakness and 
incapacity to nourish the same.

President G. Chapman, of the Find- 


lay, Fort Wayne and Western road, 
was in the city last night* but the 
exact nature of the business which 
called him here lie did not divulge. 
He was accompanied by Supt, B. W. 
Fenton, who returned to Findlay this 
morning, while Mr. Chapman went 
to Chicago. 
From 
an 
unofficial 


source it was learned that Mr. Chap- 
man's mission was in connection with 
the proposed extensions of the line 
through building new roads and by 
leasing other lines. 
The owners 


have succeeded, it is stated, in selling 
the new issue of bonds for this pur- 
pose. 
The plan of extension is to 


build a road from Youngstown to 
Akix>n and then by lease or traffic al- 
liance establish, a route from Chicago 
to Pittsburg over the Pittsburg and 
Lake Erie to Youngstown, over the 
proposed new line from Youngstown 
to Akron, from Akron to Findlay over 
the Northern Ohio, from Findlay to 
Fort Wayne over the Findlay, Fort 
Wayne and Western, and from Fort 
Wayne to Chicago over the Nickel 
Plate. 
While such route would not 


be as short as some in existence, it 
touches a number of important cities 
not now directly connected by rail, 
and would, it is claimed by the pro- 
jectors, be a good freight line at 
least. Just how Fort Wayne will be 
benefitted by the establishment of the 
new line remains to be seen. There 
cannot be too many railways, how- 
ever, and as the citizens have not 
been asked to contribute towards the 
enterprise, they cannot have any ob- 
jections to the projectors pushing it 
to a finish.

ASSASSIN BOH.N IN DETHOIT. 


Detroit, Sept. 10.—From 1874 to 


1875 the family of Leon Czolgosz, the 
assailant 
of President McXinley, 


Jived in Detroit, and former neigh- 
bors assert that Leon was bom here 
in the summer of 1874. 
A search of 


old city directories resulted in locat- 
ing the Czolgosz family at 141 Ben- 
ton street in 1874. 
Inquiry in this 


neighborhood developed several peo- 
ple who had known the family. 


J. J. Lorkowski, a prominent Po- 


lish saloonkeeper, lived across from 
the Czolgosz family on Bentou street 
and knows the father well. 
He is 


sure that the -boy who was born in 
the Benton street house hi 1874 was 
Leon. 


Lorkowski 
says tlmt 
Czolgosz 


moved to Posen, Mich., near Alpeiia. 
in 1875, going later to Alpena. 
If 


this information is correct Leon Caol- 
gosz is twenty-seven years of age. 
instead of twenty-eight, as he as- 
serts. 
When this was pointed out
